NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Article III of the Animal Control Ordinance 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, entitled "Animal Care Regula- 
tions" is hereby amended as follows: 

Section 6-4.  Enumerated, shall now read as follows: 


(4) Vaccination; tags. Cats and 
dogs over the age of six (6) months 
must be vaccinated by a licensed 
veterinarian for rabies. Dogs must 
be vaccinated yearly; cats must have 
a current rabies vaccination. Both 
cats and dogs must wear a current 
rabies tag at all times attached to 
a properly fitted collar or harness. 


NOTE: - The Department of Animal- Control 
will attempt to educate the public to 
the availability of 3-year vaccines 

for cats: 


SECTION 2. Article X4 of the Animal Control Ordinance, 
entitled "Public Spay and Neuter Clinic" is hereby amended as 


follows: 
Section 6-29. Generally, shall now read as follows: 


(a) Authority for clinic; fees. The 
Shelter Manager is hereby authorized 
and empowered to establish a clinic 

at which members of the public may 
have dogs and cats spayed or neutered 
in a humane manner upon payment of the 
following fees:

Non-city residents shall pay an additional $5.00 
per surgical procedure.

Prior to withdrawal or cancellation from this agreement, the 
City will notify the EAC af its intentions within at least ninety 


(YO) days of the cancellation date.

12. The equipment purchased heretofore by the City shall be 
the property of the City for a period of six (6) years from the 
date of the execution af the original Agreement dated April 8, 
1983, Thus, if the original Agreement is not in effect for at 
least six (4) years (through renewals or otherwise), then upon 
termination of the original Agreement before the end of six (6) 


years from the date of its execution, all equipment purchased by 


the City shall be returned to the City. If the original Agree- 
meant is in effect, by renewal or otherwise, for longer than six 
(6) years from date of the execution of the original frm eement , 
then title to such equipment purchased by the City shall pass to 
EA. The EAC shall not encumber oer pledge such equipment as 
purchased by the City for a period of six (6) years from date of 
the execution of the original Agreement and all of such egui pment

Remodeling costs paid by the City hereunder shall be repaid 
to the City by EAC during the aforementioned six (4) year period 
in the following manner, EAC shall be entitled to a reduction of 
the amount owed in the amount of $1,000.00 for each year the 
AQF REMAN, has been Oc will be in effect since the execution of 
the original Agreement. Upon termination of the agreement by EAC 
the amount due and owing shall be repaid by the EAC to the City 
in monthly installments of $100.00 until раза in fult. In the 
event the City shall terminate this agreement EAC shall be 
relieved of any payments for the amount due and owing for the 


remodeling. 


T This Agreement shall be construed in accordance with 
and is subject ta the laws of the State of Indiana and any action 
of Council necessary for appropriation and payment of sums by the 
City hereunders furthermore, this Agreement is a renewal of the 
Original Agreement dated April 8, 1983 together with any subse- 


quent written modifications.
